Indian Affairs. 


CuicaGo, November 16.—A Tribune 
Washington special says: Secretary

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A Woman Thrice Married and Twice

The case of Elizabeth P. Howell vs. 
Henry B. Howell, an action for divorce 
on the grounds of adultery and ex- 
treme cruelty, which had been pend- 
ing for about a year t, came up 
again yesterday before Judge Dwinelle 
in the fifteenth district court on an 
order to defendant to show cause why 
all proceedings should not be stayed 
until the payment of counsel fees and 
alimony. The motion was demied, and 
at request of defendant’s counsel the 
court issued a commission for the tak- 
ing of the testimony of D. W. Hey- 
wood of Barre, Massachusetts. — This 
gentleman was married to plaintiff in 
October, 1848, and separated from her 
in 1858. Two children, both ef whom 
are now living inthis city, were the 
result of the union. In 1863 plaintiff 
became the wife of Charles C. North- 
rup, but dwelt with him only one year, 
and in 1870 she was wedded to Henry 
B. Howell, the defendant in the pres- 
ent action, and they have had two 
children, Grace and Burr. Mrs. 
Howell, who is better known by her 
stage name of Lizzie Parker Northrup, 
is a vocalist by profession and came to 
this city during the period between 
her first and secend marriages, under 
engagement to Thomas Maguire. Hey- 
wood, her first husband, according to 
plaintiff's statement, procured a decree 
of divorce from her in the city of Bos- 
ton, on the yrounds of desertion, 
about the legality of which there now 
appears to be some question. North- 
rup, her second mate, so she avers, 
was a man of wealth and good 
habits when she was united to him, 
but soon became dissipated, and leay- 
ing her with the care of Heywood’s 
two children, went from New York to 
Chicago, and there, as she supposes, 
obtained a divorce; but the records of 
the court were afterwards destroyed 
by fire, and the matter is veiled in a 
little uncertainty. In the action now 
pending, Mrs. Howell appears for the 
first time in the character of plaintiff 
in the course of a Series of marital mis- 
matches, alleges cruelty aud adultery 
against her present spouse, and prays 
the court for a division of the common 
property and the custody of the child- 
rep. Howell, in his answer, makes a 
general denial and files a cross-com- 
plaint asking that his marriage with 
plaintiff be annulled, for the reason 
that she was the wife of another at the 
date of her pretended union with him. 
Some time since, on the report of the 
court commissioners to whom the case 
was referred, Judge Dwindle made an 
order directing befendant to pay the 
fees and the sum of $40 per month 
alimony to plaintiff. | Defendant 
Claimed that he had no property, 
whereupon an execution was issued 
and part of the amount collected.

New York, Nov. 16.—Henry Vree- 
land, alias Henry Burke, and Henry 
Wahlen were arraigned to-day in the 
police court on some charge not made 
public. Judge Morgan said to the re- 
porters: ‘I have received important 
and valuable information eneugh te 
justify me in holding them, but be- 
yond this I cannot say anything more, 
as it would not be doing justice to the 
police, and moreover, I could not con- 
gcientiously doit.” Counsel for the 
prisoners said ie could not tell 
whether they we: charged with the 
robbery ef Stewart’s grave or the 
Manhattan savings bank, but the lat- 
ter was the general impression.

The women were 
shadowed at every step by the police 
officers, and it was evident that the 
mostrigorous restraint had been placed 
upon them to prevent anything of 
what they knew being given to the 
reporters. However, it was learned 
that a Mrs. Wright lived on the top 
floor of No. 402 east Twelfth street, 
with whom the person named Baker 
has been living for some time past. 
Her husband is in jail for passing 
counterfeit money. Baker was not at 
home, but Mrs. Wright herself was 
encountered, and proved to be one of 
the women who visited the station- 
house. It now turns out by her ad- 
mission that ‘‘Baker’ was Whalen, 
one of the prisoners, and that Burke, 
the other prisoner was her brother.
